Judge Arcnbald’s request last August! 
that his attorneys 
be 
given more 
time to prepare their case. 
The charge 
against 
Judge Arch 
bald arose in connection with private 
and official acts, both as judge of the 
court of commerce 
and 
as United 
States 
district 
judge 
for 
Middle 
Pennsylvania. He was impeached by 
the house of representatives after a 
full investigation of the facts by the 
departm ent of justice, and extended 
hearings before the 
house judiciary 
committee. 
The managers appointed 
by the 
house to prosecute the case before 
the senate asked for an immediate 
trial last August, but the senate de­ 
clined to hasten its consideration of 
the case.
